The reader can without comment ap-
preciate the significanes of the sitnation
from the fact that out of fifty Chairman-
ships of committees thirty po to the
Southern states and twenty to the North.
All the more powerful Chairmanships go
to the South except the Chairmanship of
the Appropriations Committee, which a
protection Democrat in the person of Mr.
Randall, of Pennsyvlvania, takes, as usual,

The greatest committee is acknowl-
edged to be that of Ways and Means,
and second to that comes the Committee
on Appropriations.

As the Committee of Ways and Means
was originally arranged by Mr. Carlisle it
had npon the list five men born in Ken-
tucky, Mr. Carlisle’s native state. Asit
stunds, after Mr. Seott, of Pennsylvauia,
wiis put upon it, it has for original Ken-
tuckians the Chairman and three other
men, mative Kentuckians, viz: MeMillen
(of Tennessee), Breckinridge (of Ken-
tucky}, and Breckinridge (of Arkansas.)
